The Commissioners of the Court of 1 nsolvcnts in Dublin, beg; leave to submit to Your 
Honourable House, That it .is not in their power to make a Ileturn in the terms above 
required. The Provisions of the several Statutes relating to Insolvent Debtors do not 
contemplate that the proof of Debts should be made with the cognizance of the Court, or 
that the Court should have the superintendence of the Dividends made thereupon ; and it is 
only in particular cases where Debts are disputed, that the Court can have any knowledge 
as to the proof of such Debts, nor are Dividends made under tlie snperiiUendancc, or with 
the knowledge of the Court, unless when a defaulting As.signee sliall, by order of the Com- 
missioners, upon complaint of a Creditor, be compelled to make such Divitlends. The Pro- 
visions of the haws relating to Jiankru|)tcy would enable that jurisdiction to produce 
a Return such as is here sought; but from the diU'ereiico in the Law as applicable to the 
Court of Insolvency, such Return is impossible. This subjetit is stated more at large in 
a Return the Commissioners have already made to a similar Order of Your Honourable 
House, to which Return they beg leave to refer, and which was printed by Order of Tlie, 
House 19th June 1829.

By the 1st section of ihe 1st Ik 2d Geo. IV. c. 59, it is provided, That the Court for Relief 
of Insolvent Debtors shall have power to appoint a Chief Clerk, a Provisional Assignee, 
a Receiver, and such inferior Oflicers, as the Lord Chancellor and the Chief Justices of the 
Courts of King’s Bench and Common Pleas, and the Chief Baron of the Exchequer, sliall 
judge to be necessary, and in such manner as they shall direct, with such Salaries, not to 
exceed in the whole the Sum of Two Hundred Poimd.s per Aninirn, which, by the 1st sect. 
3 Geo. IV, c. 124, was increased to Three Thousand Pounds per Annum, the same to be 
charged upon and payable out of the Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, without deduction, and in such manner as the said Commissioners, with 
such approbation, shall direct. 



Ill pursuance of said Acts, the Commissioners submitted the following Establishment of 
Officers for the approbation of the Lord Chancellor and Chief Justices, wiiicli Document 
obtained the approbation of said personages, and is in the words following:

1, beg leave to recommend, for the approbation of the Lord Cbaiicellor, llio ChieKlustice of 
xhe King's Bench, the Chief Justice of the Common Ideas, and the Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer, 
the following Establislimeut of Officers and Clerks for the Insolvent Debtors’ Court, with ilie Salaries 
annexed to their respective Offices; said Salaries to commence from the -3th July 1825.

The only act or acts the Chief Clerk can receive Fees or has received Fees upon, are 
specified in the 6th section of 1 & 2 Geo. IV. c. 59, which provides as follows : “ That the 
“ said Commissioners shall not receive or be entitled to receive in the said Court for 
“ the Relief of Insolvent Debtors or otherwise, as such Commissioners, any Fee or Fees 
“ of any nature or kind whatsoever; nor shall any Fee or Fees be receivable by any of the 
" officers of such Court, except by the Chief Clerk thereof, who is hereby empowered to 
" receive, and shall be entitled to demand and receive from every Prisoner who may seek 
“ to be discharged by the said Commissioners, under the provisions of this Act, the sum of 
" Five Shillings, British, and no more ; the same to be payable upon the presenting the Peti- 
“ tion of such Insolvent.” And also in the i2th section of the same Act, which provides as 
follows: “ That any Office Copy of any Record, Proceeding or Instrument of or in the said 
" Court, shall be attested by the Chief Clerk thereof, who shall be and be deemed the proper 
officer in that behalf; and that for providing and attesting any such Oflice Copy, such 
“ Clerk shall be entitled to receive Two-pence for every sheet therein ; every such sheet to 
" contain seventy-two words and no more, unless the same shall be the last or only sheet 
“ thereof, in which case sucli last or only sheet may contain any number of words not ex- 
“ ceeding seventy-two words.” The Chief Clerk never received any further or other Fees, 
or to any further or other amount than as above specified ; and the said Fees, together with 
£. 200 a year, late Irish currency, comprise the total income of his office, derived from Sala- 
ries, Fees and Emoluments of every kind whatsoever. When the Lord Chancellor and 
Judges were called upon to settle the Chief Clerk's Salary, which they fixed at £. 200 a year, 
they had before them a similar Return to the one here given for the years then elapsed, the 
average of which varies but little from the Return above submitted. Anyincrease that may 
have occurred in any given period, has been always attended with a proportionable increase 
oflabour. The before-mentioned Fees and Emoluments have been received and applied by 
the Chief Clerk to his own use, except as to so much thereof as are before specified to have 
been disbursed inpayment of Copying Clerks and other incidental Charges attending the 
‘Collection of said Fees, and keeping the accounts thereof.
